cavalry opening the way through 
scattered forces of Chinese irregu- 
lars so the infantry could follow 
through and map up.

iatze and another at Tsaipaochaun 
before the main body got through 
to Ta-wa where planes had preced- 
ed it.

AS LEADER 
RETURNS 


FROM LONDON STAY 


BOMBAY, India, Dec. 28. 


—(fP)—Mahatma 
Gandhi, in 


his first speech after his re- 
turn from London, told a 
crowd of 50,000 whitecap- 
ped nationalists in an open 
field today he would not 
flinch from sacrificing the 
lives of a million people as the 
price of India's liberty. 


In the last fight members of 


the 
nationalist congress had to 


face lathis (staves), he said, but 
the next time they may have to 
face bullets. 


"If the fight is inevitable I will 


expect every son and daughter of 
Mother India 
to contribute his 


mite," he said. 
"However, I will 


not abandon attempts to save the 
nation from a fiery ordeal. 
If, on 


the other hand, there is no single 
ray of hope I shall not hesitate to 
call upon you to bear any amount 
of suffering." 


It seemed clear 
Gandhi 
was 


struggling with his conscience to 
find an escape from the revival 
of the fight against Great Britain. 
His speech 
was punctured with 


"Ifs" and other qualifying phrases. 


"If the fight is inevitable I in- 


vite you to be ready for it," he 
said 
repeatedly 
and then 
added 


"but I will go to any extreme to 
avoid the struggle." 


He said British 
officials 
were 


honest 
in their 
conviction that 


India is unfit for self-government 
but "I am all the more convinced 
our sincerity In the cause of liber-

—(IP)—A sharp criticism of 
federal reserve 
authorities 


on the ground they failed to 
act promptly to prevent a 
recurrence of the stock mar- 
ket panic in 1929 came to- 
day from a banking ' sub- 
committee. 


It was coupled with the assertion 
that intensive 
participation 
of 


banks in the securities market had 
exaggerated 
business fluctuations 


and undermined economic stability. 


The report assailed 
the "very 


significant and mischievous role" 
played by brokers' loans for the 
account of others during the in- 
flation period and asserted no in- 
vestigation was launched by feder- 
al reserve authorities with a view 
of controlling them in the future 
unti! the senate ordered an in- 
quiry, by this special banking sub- 
committee, 
headed 
by 
Senator, 


Glass, democrat, Virginia. 


The committee in its report made 


no definite recommendations, but 
pointed the way for remedial legis- 
lation which Glass expects to in- 
troduce this session. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 
26.—(/P)— 


Intensive 
participation of banks 


in the securities market was re- 
ported by a senate committee to- 
day to exaggerate business fluctu- 
ations and 
undermine economic 


stability. 


The statement was contained in 
a report by a special committee 
named by the last congress to 
survey the national and federal 
reserve banking systems. 


It is headed by Senator Glass, 


democrat, Virginia. 


"The experience of the last ten 


years," 
the 
report 
said, "lends 


spectacular 
confirmation 
to 
the 


view that the more intensive par- 
ticipation 
by commercial 
banks 


in the capital market exaggerates 
financial and business fluctuations 
and undermines the stability of 
the economic organization 
of^ the 
country. 


"The 
further 
participation 
by 


the banks in the security niarkets 
through security affiliates has the 
'Bame general effect." 


The 
Glass 
committee, 
found 


banks almost unanimously oppos- 
ed to further restrictions on bank 
investments in securities-. 


The report said "the almost uni- 


versal response" 
to a question- 


naire sent out by the committee 
was that present restrictions were 
sufficienl. 


"One 
large New 
York 
bank 


qualified an answer," the report 
said, "by saying that they were 
adequate for central reserve cities, 
implying that banks outside New 
York and Chicago should be fur- 
ther restricted in their security 
purchases." 


The committee gave figures to 


show that investments of banks 
in securities outside of the gov- 
ernment, railroad and public util- 


ity groups have Increased consid- 
erably In the last decade. 


Its check covering 1930 showed 
that practically 
half of the se- 


curity investments of the banks 
were' outside this field, whereas 
"less- han 40 per cent was so in- 
vested ton years before." 


"The increase in holdings out- 


side of these groups was especial- 
ly marked in the case of smaller 
institutions," 
It said. 
A-study of security loans, the 


committee found, indicated "that 
such advances have been a- major 
clement 
in 
American 
banking: 


only since the world war." 


The report said that a question- 


naire showed "much tile larger 
part of security loans were not 
made1 for commercial, industrial

feasible to classify these loans ac- 
cording to purpose with any pre- 
cision. 


Statistics of the period of the 


October, 1929, stock market, panic 
were given to show that "restric- 
tive credit policies of the federal 
reserve authorities during this per- 
iod were readily effective only in 
curtaining loans by banks to brok- 
ers and dealers" in securities. 


Had Little Effect. 


They had comparatively little ef- 


fect in curbing bank security loans 
to other customers and loans to 
brokers and 
dealers, 
advanced 


mainly through the agency of the 
banks, by non-banking lenders, the 
report added. 


"Despite the very significant and 


mischievous role played by brok- 
ers loans for the account of oth- 
ers during the stock market infla- 
tion," the report said, "no special 
step.s were reported by the federal 
reserve authorities to investigate 
them for purposes of future con- 
trol until the present 
investiga.-
